London, Jan. 26 (ZP) — It was 
not the end of the world. It 
was not a new war. It was not 
a fire. 
It was only the aurora boreal­ 
is — on the blink again — that 
k ept 
firemen 
dashing 
about 
much of Europe into the early 
morning hours today . 
The firemen couldn’t do any ­ 
thing about the scientific phe­ 
nomenon so they went home to 
bed, and left it to the scientists 
to explain all about it to terror­ 
ized inhabitants. 
• 
By press, radio and telephone 
officials explained that the au­ 
rora, rarely seen in southern or 
western Europe, was caused by 
an electrical disturbance on the 
sun’s surface. 
Many villagers in more remote 
sections of Europe k nelt in pray ­ 
er as the .northern lights spread 
across the sk y last night. 
(They ’ve been 
shooting off 
over sections of North America 
since Saturday .) 
A brilliant cascade of red 
beams was streak ed with ever­ 
changing bands of orange, pur­ 
ple, green, blue and white — the 
first aurora in western Europe 
since 
1709, 
French 
scientists 
said. 
Some in Switzerland thought a 
new war had begun. Telephone 
sy stems were tied up in some 
parts of France, and a few vil­ 
lagers shouted, ‘‘C’est la Guerre!” 
Some thought the world was 
coming to an end. 
In England, the Windsor fire 
departm ent was called out in 
the belief Windsor castle was in 
flames. There were many other 
fire calls throughout Europe. 
The lights were seen clearly 
in Italy , Spain, Portugal and

Where Governor Earle of Pennsy lvania is to 
be found the tubs thum p loudly and the Klieg 
lights burn. The Pennsy lvanian, who is more 
th an suspected of believing the m antle of F rank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt would fit him as though made 
to measure, has gotten into the news again, this 
time with a demand th a t the nation buy the 
coal mines of the Key stone State and lease them

practices by statute. He purposes to give the 
President an earful about it. 
Mr. Earle is reputed to be flirting with the idea 
of running for the Senate nex t Fall against 
"Puddler Jim ” Davis. The prim ary would be a 
walkover, particularly with the support of Sen­ 
ator Joe Guffey , who, gossip has it, has an ey e 
on the Governorship. Mr. Earle, who probably 
got his idea from the nationalization, now in 
proc ess, of the Southern utilities, cannot ex pect 
to sell it to the President and the Congress be­ 
tween now and nex t January . If, however, by 
then he is sitting in the Senate, he can make 
himself a conspicuous figure by persistent bally ­ 
hoo. 
Those to whom "nothing venture, nothing 
have” is a guiding principle of life got a great 
kick out of the Governor last June, when the 
dinner at W ashington of the Southern Society 
was made the occasion for distributing mimeo­ 
graphed sketches telling w hat a boss and nobby 
patriot and statesm an he is. The public reaction 
was th a t this was too near the W hite House and 
too soon after Mr. Roosevelt’s re-election for Mr. 
Earle to be setting his cap for the 1940 nom ­ 
ination.
